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DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


And the Wind Blows-St Marks 4/28. 4 pros- Times, 
News, Post, Journal American-and 2 cons- Herald Tribune, 
World Telegram & Sun- filed on new play by Brazilian author 
Edgard da Rocha Miranda, presented by George Charles - 
Joan Horvath-Luis Martinez, staged by Martinez with Tonio 
Selwart, Sincerity of new playwright, the direction, and the 
cast applauded by affirmative voters, rather than any smooth- 
ness in writing or play construction. Dissenters found play 
either dull or unbelievable. All approved of Robin Wagner's 
set. Atkinson, Times, admitted that there is little dramatic 
pressure until the second act, but felt the characters rang 
true and the crisis through which they pass is touching. Mc- 
Harry, News, enjoyed the absorbing miracle play of a small 
village, with an equally absorbing cast Watts, Post, noted 
also that for all its lack of smoothness it has a surprisingly 
moving sincerity, well acted and directed with sympathy. 
McClain, Journal American, marked it bright, if not brilliant, 
Off Broadway directed with taste and forbearance, Negative 
vote from Kerr,Herald Tribune, for the exceedingly slow 
pace of author and director whb skimped at the interesting 
psychological problem at the heart of the piece in favour of 
an exceedingly desultory atmosphere. Aston, WTS, panned 
it as a morality play with dirty words and a variety of accents, 
lacking theatrical power, grace and life. 


Oedipus Rex-Carnegia Hall Playhouse 4/29. 4 pro - 
Herald Tribune, Mirror, World Telegram & Sun, Post-and 
3 con- Times, News, Journal American- filed on Players, 
Inc ( a graduate touring group from Catholic University, 
Washington. D, C,) four week presentation of the Sophocles 
play adapted by Leo Brady and staged by Rev Gilbert Hartke. 
Chorus directed by Dr Josephine McGarry Callan was highly 
praised by most for its clarity. Kerr, Herald Tribune, once 
a director of Players, Inc, noted that production is less than 
professional in some of its gestures, but it has melody and 
force of meaning, plus its mesmerizing choral work, A grip- 
ping drama played to the hilt by unsung, lyrical performers, 
a vivid vehicle staged with class, raved Quinn, Mirror.Both 
Herridge, Post, and Aston, WTS, had reservations on the pro- 
duction, but okayed it for theatre students, Dissenters lead 
by Atkinson, Times, who blamed the Brady adaptation for not 
being properly poetic, The play needs the size, fury and spirit- 
ual beauty of great acting, lacking here, though the choral in- 
terludes are superbly spoken. A so-so production that put 
McHarry, News, to sleep, though reviewer would like to see 
group in another play. The play remains a bloody bore and 
the youngsters in the cast do not endow it with classic stat- 
ure, listed McClain, Journal American, 


Come Play With Me-York 4/30-5/2. 7 unanimous cons 
filed ig on play by Marcel Achard which 
closed after 4 performances, Presented by Michael Davis, 
Helen Bonfils, Haila Stoddard, with book adapted by Tamara 
Geva and Miss Stoddard, music and lyrics by Dana Suesse, 
directed by George L Sherman with Tom Poston, Lilliane 
Montevecchi, Most had kind words for the sets and lighting 
of Abe Feder, some of the tunes, but not much else, Atkinson, 
Times, felt show with its vivid sets and costume and enchant- 
ing movement by Montevecchi might be fun for the stone deaf, 
but an elusive bore for those with hearing. Crist, Herald Trib- 
une, who admitted being one of the few critics to stay through 
to the end of Ping-Pong , rated script as one of the most ped- 
estrian of season, a show perhaps for duller children, Mc- 
Harry, News, is convinced musical is really Ping-Pong, and 
another two performances of the acenipeenenallls play would 
be sufficient. Strassberg, Mirror, panned it as juvenile, amat- 
eurish, repititious and dull, Watts, Post, felt book lacked deft- 
ness, humor or charm, though sets and dances pleasant, Mc- 
Clain, Journal American, fears what might have been charm-

Shakespeare 


NY Shakespeare Festival plans to present a winter pro- 
gram for high school students at Hecksher Theatre, charging 
30 cents per seat.,.Summer plans for NY Shakespeare Fest- 
ival still confused with lack of agreement between Park Com- 
missioner Robert Moses, Mayor Robert Wagner and producer 
Joe Papp. Moses suggests a $20,000 fund from the city for 
temporary sanitary and safety conditions and a charge of 50 c 
and $1 in place of the $1 and $2 charge he suggested at the 
start of the verbal battle. Moses also issued an unsigned let- 
ter charging Papp with mishandling of funds, a charge denied 
by both a group of 45 actors who worked with Papp and by 
Actors Equity itself. On leaving Manhattan Eye, Ear and Throat 
Hosptial, Moses also charged that "muggers, degenerates and 
pickpockets" endangered the Shakespeare play audiences, Ear- 
lier he had blamed "grass erosion" for the need of an admis- 
sion charge and a 10% fee to the Park Dept.

Hitting below the belt in an unconscionable action, a sneaky 
way to win a shaky argument, comments World Telegram & 
Sun editorial. If Moses disapproves of Papp he ought to come 
right out and say so, suggests Herald Tribune editorial. How 
low can a high official go before the Mayor's voice is heard 
in protest, asks Post editorial.

And the Wind Blows is a beautiful blending of honest 
folk drama and a modern morality play. The script by the 
talented Brazilian newcomer is given a heart-warming pro- 
duction ideally suited to the wide arena stage where every 
member of the audience is no more than four rows from the 
center, The folk fable set in a new locale becomes very con- 
vincing and meaningful, Both play and players are a credit to 
the Off Broadway movement and excuse enough for its growth 
inspite of some awful, weird recent trys,

Oedipus Rex is given a dull presentation by Players, 
Inc, during its current NY stand, Though the entire cast 
speaks clearly enough there is no excitment in either the 
mundane adaptation or the vastly uneven acting, which ranges 
from fair to very bad. The older roles portrayed by young- 
sters in fright wigs become plain silly, while the chorus moves 
about like a night club dance line,

Come Play With Me found both the on-stage characters 
and the audience waiting patiently for something to happen in 
the handsome set, The continuous double-talk by the actors 
lead nowhere and was neither humorous or comprehensible . 
The lyrics and most of the music could only be termed common- 
place. The major talents of the evening seemed to be the unique 
ability of Phil Bruns to spit ten feet several times in succession, 
and the equally unique ability of Tom Poston to get kicked in the 
pants X number of times without doing a double take.

That the entire vicious verbal campaign of Park Com- 
missioner Robert Moses has been launched against the NY 
Shakespeare Festival and Joe Papp under the mistaken pre- 
dication that the free performances of the Bard would some- 
how compete with the yet-to-be announced paid presentations 
of theatre, opera and ballet at the Wollman Memorial, also in 
Central Park simply shows how little Moses knows about show 
business, While a major fascination of theatre is always its 
unpredictableness, almost everyone is convinced that no one, 
but no one, will go to a bad show at any price, even for free. 
There is more than enough room in NYC, and certainly in 
Central Park, for all kinds of theatre presentation, paid and 
free, as long as they are good, Papp's group has proved its 
worth and deserves the recognition and backing of the still 
silent Mayor Robert Wagner. Moss! past efforts at the Woll- 
man Memorial are still shady, secret memories, Though each 
summer reputable strawhat producers offer legitimate deals 
to the city for presentation of a music fair in the park, they 
are turned down. A complete summer series of top package 
and/or original attractions would seem just the proper hom- 
age for the 350th anniversary of Henry Hudson's discovery, 


This plus, of course, a full summer of Shakespeare for free.

For the record let it be noted that the production of 
The Nervous Set on Broadway has only two of the original 
St Louis Crystal Palace cast, and not the entire original 
company as first announced, Thus the field is still open 
for the first producer to bring an entire winter stock com- 
pany to NYC after making a success out-of-town.
